Edmonton Trades and Labor 
Council Sends Resolution to 
Dominion Congress 


In view of the recent developments 
{n the Winnipeg strike situation, the 
following resolution was sent on Wed- 
nesday night by the executive of the 
Edmonton Trades and Labor council 
to the executive committee af the Do- 
minion Trades and Labor congress: 

“Whereas, certain leaders of the la- 
bor movement in Winnipeg have been 
arrested supposedly by the instruc- 
tions of the Dominion gdvernment, and 

“Whereas, this action could be very 
easily misunderstood and by some con- 
strued as intimidation against the 
strikers, 2 

‘Therefore, be it resolved that we 
request the executive of the Trades 
and Labor congress of Canada to in- 
terview the federal premier and min- 
ister of justice with a view to having 
these men released; failing which we 
would insist that congress executive 
take the nécessary measures to pre- 
serve the rights of organized labor 
throughout the Dominion, also the 
rights of recognized leaders in the la- 
bor movement, (Signed) J. J, McCor- 
mack, Aoting Secretary.”’ 

This action of the Edmonton Trades 
and Labor council produces a modif!- 
cation as compared with that passed 
upon by the executive of the strike 
committee of Saskatoon, While Saska- 
toon asked for congress to call a Do- 
minfon-wide strike in the event of the 
Winnipeg men not being released, Ed- 
monton men are seeking, through less 
drastic channels, the preservation of 
the rights of organized labor through- 
out the Dominion and the rights of 
recognized individual leaders, 

In asking for this recognition the 
Edmonton Trades and Labor executive 
considers that it is accomplishing the 
same purpose as is embodied in the 
Saskatoon resolution. It is the general 
opinion that the prestige and power of 


organized labor may be preserved 
without resorting to a nation-wide 
strike,

TAX ON LAND 
TO 
VALUE BASIS 


Cash Value Will Be Taken With- 
out Regard to Improvements 
Made 


When a rate of taxation amounting 
to about $2.00 per quarter section was 
the total tax required to be levied on 
the lands in the province for provin- 
cial or municipal purposes, the fact 
that these taxes were levied on a fiat 
rate of so much per acre, regardless 
of the value of the land, did not cause 
any particular complaint, as while !t 
was not a fair basis of taxation, the 
amotnt of taxes payable on each quar- 
ter section was so small that no par- 
ticular hardship was caused, and the 
fact that a man owning a quarter sec- 
tlon worth about $1000 pald as large a 
tax as a man owning a quarter sec- 
tion worth $4,000 was not given much 
consideration, As the years went on 
it was necessary to raise the rates of 
taxation and to levy additional taxes. 
With increased taxation, it became 
very evident that the levying of taxes 
on an acreage basis was not fair. It 
is admitted that {t {s impossible to 
levy taxes on an absolutely fair basis, 
but the increaging of the amount of 
taxes payable on a quarter section 
made it clear that a system of taxa- 
tion whereby a quarter section worth 
only about $1,000 was taxed as high 
as one worth $4,000 was not just. Un- 
der such a system of taxation, taxes 
are not levied in accordance with the 
ability iv pay. At a rate of say 100 
per acre, a man with a quarter section 
worth $1,000 pays $16.00 taxes, so does 
the man with the quarter worth $4,- 
000. That is the 1nan with the great- 
est ability to pay, pays only the same 
arfount of taxes as his poorer neigh- 
bor who has land worth only one- 
quarter as much. That is, for the pur- 
poses of taxation the value of the pro- 
perty owned, by the man with the poor- 
er land is rated much higher than its 
real worth, while in the case of the 
man with the more valuable land, his 
property is rated at much less than it 
{a wortth, 

Taxes According to Value. 

In considering the merits of any 
system of taxation, the matter must be 
approached from the standpoint that 
taxes should be paid according to the 
ability to pay, and looking at it Jn this 
way, there does not appear to be any 
sound argument against the system of 
levying taxes according to value, ra- 
ther than on an acreage basis. This 
principle having been recognized in 
connection with taxes levied directly 
or indirectly for the benefit of the pro- 
vince at large, the different acts 
through which the province derives 
revenue from taxes on lands were 
amended at the last session of the leg- 
islature by legislation introduced by 
the minister of municipal affairs, so 
that beginning with the year 1920, all 
taxes levied by the province, either di- 
rectly or indirectly, will be levied aoc- 
cording to the value of the land, and 
not according to the area. That is, all 
taxes levied on lands outside of organ- 
ized school districts under the Educa- 
tional Tax act; taxes levied on all 
lands in the province under the Sup- 
ple mentary Revenue att; taxes levied 
on lands outside of organized munici- 
pal districts under the Improvement 
District act, and taxes levied on lands 
subject to taxation under the Wild 
Lands Tax act, will be levied accord- 
ing to the value of the land taxes. The 
only exception will be the taxation of 
lands leased from the Dominion gov- 
ernment, and in these cases the taxes 
will still be levied on an acreage basis, 
but as the rate !s low it does not create 
any great hardship, 


Lands Being Valued. 


In preparation for this work, all 
lands outside of organized municipali- 
ties are now being valued under the 
direction of the minister of municipal 
affairs and municipal districts which 
are not already levying their taxes ac- 
cording to land values, will be re- 
quired to value all their lands for the 
purpose of taxation under the Supple- 
mentary Revenue act next year. 


Basis of Taxation. 


The basis of taxation is the cash 
value of the land without taking into 
account any improvement made upon 
the land by the expenditure of capital 
or labor. In working out this cash 
value there are only three matters 
which are required to be taken tnto 
consideration, namely: 

First—The nature of the soil. 

Second—tThe nature of the surface; 
that is, whether it {s broken by ra- 
vines, coulees or timber and so on, 

Third—The distance of the land 
from a shipping point. 

As the comparative values will only 
change under exceptional circumstan- 
ces, as for example, where a new rail- 
road passes through the locality, and 
as this is the third and last considera- 
tion, it will be noted that once a value 
is fixed, there will not be very much 
change for some years. This being 
the qase, provision has been made for 
a valuation by municipal districts only 
once in every five years, thus reducing 
the work and expense in connection 
with the levying of taxes, The first 
valuation under this scheme will be 
the valuation tn the year 1920, the 


next in the year 1925, and so on. Pro-| 


vision has of course been made for the 


valuation in any year of land which | 


becomes liable to taxation during that 
year, so that the fact that the general 
valuation is only mafe eve® five years 
will not exempt land from taxation 
which becomes liable to assessment 
and taxation during any year other 
than that In which the general assess- 
ment is required to be made. Tax no- 
tices will of course be issued each year 
Appeal to the Fair Minded. 

While a change from an acreage 
system of taxation to one according 
to value will cause extra work, mat- 
ters will soon adjust themselves and 


} 


there shouk be no difficulty in admin- 


istering 9 syetem of taxation along 
these lines. The fairness of taxation 
according to value will, if the matter 
is given due consideration, appeal to 
all fair minded people as a better sys- 
tem of taxation than the acreage eys- 
tem which makes the owner of poor 
land, generally a poor man, pay the 
same amount of taxes as the owner of 
good land, who 1s generally & wealth- 
jer man and better able to pay. 

Tax on Raw Land Basis, 

One of the main objections to taxa- 
‘tion of land according to value has 
arisen from the fact that many land 
owners are under the belle? that if 
taxes are levied according to value, 
the owner of the land will have to pay 
taxes on the value of the land together 
with the value Of the improvements 
placed upon it by hard labor and by 
expenditure of money, Such, how- 
ever, is not the case. All provisions

Pupils at all classes take great in- 
terest in their work and evidence is 
given thatallareearnestinthe desire 
of obtaining the best possible know)- 
edge that will fit them to successfully 
carry on the transaction of business 
along the lines they intend to follow. 

For Young Men. 

For the soldiers under age particu- 
lar privileges are provided and the 
idea is followed wherever possible 10 
apprentice these young men to trades 
for which their natural adaptation 
seems to sult them.

Special Board of Inquiry Will : 
Hear Cases of Arrested Strike ° 
Leaders Says Winnipeg Report 


Board Has Been Appointed and Is Now on Its Way to 
Winnipeg, Says A. J. Andrews, K.C., Who Is Con- 
ducting Prosecution—St reet Car Service on Limited 
Scale Resumed 


Winnipeg, June 18—An afternoon paper today carries in its 
news columns the following with regard to arrest of strike leaders: 

‘The leaders will be tried by special board of inquiry appointed 
at Ottawa under the new Immigration Act. The board has been 
appointed and is on its way from Ottawa now, Its personnel is not 
known, These details were given out by A. J. Andrews, K.C., who 
stated positively that no bai! would be allowed. Tho board of in- 
quiry’s investigation does not constitute a civil trial.’’ 

It was stated today that the arrested strike leaders will be tried 
in Stony Mountain prison on Thursday, providing the board of in- 
quiry arrives tonight. J. A. Andrews, K.C., crown prosecutor, stated 
that the board has the right to deport them immediately, and that 
if they are not deported they will be dealt with under the criminal 
code, Bail will not be allowed. 

Street car service on a limited scale was resumed this forenoon. 
Thirteen cars are in operation, manned by regular employees who 
returned to duty in response to the street railway company’s ulti- 
matum, Company officials expressed the belief that an additional 
number of men will report during the day, so that more cars can be
